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_ Israel: the case fo

IT is impossible to plumb the depths of the Arab- 
Tsraeli conflict, not to speak of formulating proposals 
for its solution, if ao true understanding exists of the 
full significance of its ‘cardinal characteristic—the 
extreme asymmetry of its two sides. This arymmetry 
is manifest not merely in one or two, but in 41] οὗ 
its aspects. It is obvious in such objective data as the 


the Arab League states 8,500,000 square miles; of 
Israel, including presently administered areas, about 28,500); or 
of the relative population statistics {of the Arab League states 134,- 
000;b00 ; of Israel 3,500,000 citizens) ; not to mention their contrasting 
actual and potential wealth. —. ee 
But of primary importance are the subjective asymmetric factors 
affecting relations between the two sides. In this respect, there is 
absolute polarization. Whereas the Arab states seck to isolate; strangle 
and erase Israel from the world’s map, Israel’s aim is simply to'live in 
peace and good relations with all its neighbors. 
. These diverse objectives have determined the war aims of both 


terrorist acts that was designed not merely. to sow death and destruc- 
tion in Israel but also to extend the conflict, and thus embroil the 
Arab states in full-scale wars. It is almost superfluous, and certainly 
tiresome, to quote the legion of statements of Arab leaders that repre- 
sent this aim, ranging from the “Palestine Covenant” to current 
goveromental declarations. 
. As opposed to this total Arab goal, Israel's war-aims have been 
confined to repelling the offensives of the Arab armies as determined 
by strategic and political circumstances, whether by reactive counter: 
offensives such as those of 1948 and 1973 or by preemptive counter- 
offensives as those of 1956 and 1967. Military défeats, indeed, cost the 
Arab states losses in lives, destruction of equipment, political setbacks, 
and damage to national prestige—and perhaps even danger to their 
regimes. Flowever, such defeats have never been, nor ever will be, 
a threat to their very existence as sovereign states or to the lives of 
their civilian populations. In contrast, a military defeat of Israel 
would mean the physical extinction of a large part of its population 
and the political elimination of the Jewish state. In bighly realistic 
and clear terms, therefore, the Arab states can permit themselves a 
series of military defeats while Israel cannot afford to lose a single 
war. Nor does this reflect a historical trauma in any sense. To lose ἃ 
single war is to lose everything, and this is a most real and stark fact. 
As ἃ consequence, as Jong as the Arab-Israeli conflict is not fully 
resolved, Israel must exploit to the utmost its military potential in all 
of its components and on a level that serves two objectives—to deter 
its enemies fram waging war and, failing this, to be sufficient to repel 
the attackers and defeat them with the least cost in casualties for 
Israel. In essence, that Isracl today still exists is due only to its success 
in maintaining such defensive strength. Without it, Israel would 
never have seen the light of day or would already have been elim- 
inated in the first years of its existence. Such were the Arab intentions, 
and it was fortunate that the Arab states had not the strength to realize 


em. 

Certainly not-all the Arab states are cut from the same cloth; nor 
are their approaches to Israel identical. In the Arab camp there are 
more extreme elements that openly express their. intention of destroy- 
ing Israel. And there are other elements and people in the Arab 
world who, in the fast two or three years, have expressed themselves 
toward Israel in less aggressive, and more realistic, terms than in the 
none too distant past, particularly wheh their declarations have been 
directed to the world at large. All things considered, it is in strength- 
ening these latter elements to the extent that they become decisive 
in the Arab world that the best chance lies to achieve compromise and 
reconciliation between Israel and the Arab states—in short, to achieve 
a full settlement of the Arab-Israeli conflict, ᾿ 

In the micantime that day, whenever it comes, is still far distant. 
‘The antagonisms toward Israel, the desire to see its disappearance, 
are deeply rooted in the Arab world, and these are fed by the aathor- 
ities, not merely. in speeches and: articles but also in school textbooks. 
Jo fact the subject of Israel is the only one that unites the Arab 
states today, for they are deeply riven by splits and conflicts. The 
elements of realism and peace are represented by a small minority of 
voices in the discordant Arab chorus against Israel. And even these 
voices are inhibited by negative preconditions. 


Milestone to a settlement 


It was primarily in order to encourage and strengthen these voices, 
and to convert them into a process with momentum that Isracl— 
with all the considered and inherent dangers—entered into the two 
Disen; at Agreements with Egypt and Syria in 1974, and the 
subsequent Joterim Agreement with Egypt in September 1975. Be- 
cause these agreements are double-edged, they may not only be ἃ 
milestone on the road to a settlement and peace, -but also part of a 
strategy designed to push Israel to the brink, to weaken it in stages, 
in preparation for the steps to erase it from the map. Israel hopes 
that the positive side of these agreements will be the valid one, but 
cannot ignore the possibility of the negative. 


τ 


The polarized, asymmetry between the size and intentions of the 
Arab states and those of Israel, and the extreme contrast in the antic- 
ipated fate of each side in the event of military defeat, obliges Israel 
to maintain constantly that measure of strength enabling it to defend 
itself in every regional conflict and against any regional combination 
of strength confronting it, without the help of any foreign army. To 
our deep regret, this is the first imperative facing us, the imperative 
to survive. And I would venture to say every other state in our place 
would behave exactly as we do. 3 

There are, of course, many elements constituting the essential 
strength that Israel must maintain, ranging from its social, scientific 
and economic standards, as well as its idealistic motivation, to the 
quality and quantity of its armaments. A discussion of all of these 
elements is not within the compass of this article; my concern here is 
-with one of them—but one essential to them all and without which 
Israel might well lack the strength to defend isself. I am referring 
to the territorial element; τὸ what can be defined as defensible borders 
that Israel must establish in any settlement, as an essential part of 
any effective mutual security arrangements and without any desire

Personally, I do not know of a single state which is willing and ready 


to give up a convenieat borderline for this reason. At any rate, this 
argument is certainly invalid regarding Israel, and within,the con- 
text of the Middle East conflict, where the opposite is true. Precisely 
because of dramatic developments in conventional weaponry 
significance of territorial barriers and strategic depth has increased. 

With all the heavy damage that warheads and bombs can inffict, 
they alone cannot be decisive in war, as long 2s the other side is 
resolved to fight back. Recent military history demonstrates this only’ 
too clearly. The German air “blitz” did not kuock England out of 
World War 11, oor did the heavy allied air bombardments bring 

y to its knees, This happened only when the last bunker in 
Berlin fell. Even the massive American air bombardments did not 
defeat North Vietnam which, in the final analysis, proved. to be the 
victor in the war. At least as far 2s conventional wars are concerned, 
the following basic truth remains: without an attack by ground forces 
that physically overrun the country involved, no war can be decisive. 
This is all the more so in the Middle East where the Arab side is no 
less vulnerable to rocket and aerial bombardment than Israel, a 
factor that can greatly minimize the use of this kind of weaponry, 
and will leave to the ground forces the role of really deciding the 
issue, 

Since decisive attack still depends on the land forces, the inno- 
vations and sophistication in weaponry and organization of ground 
forces that have taken place, therefore, not only fail to weaken the 
value of strategic depth and natural barriers but in fact enhance 
their importance. This is even more true given Israel’s difficult 
geographic position. Moreover, masses of swift and modern armor, 
mechanized infantry, self-propelled artillery, modem engineering 
corps, marine and airborne commando units—when assisted by tac- 
tical airpower—provide ground forces with immense firepower, 
great mobility, and hence increased breakthrough potential. Since 
the Arab armies are busily equipping themselves with all of these 
means to a degree that Israel cannot match, the importance of stra- 
tegic depth becomes still more apparent. 

The danger threatening Israel, therefore, is that such reinforce- 
ment of the Arab ground troops with modern weaponry may well 
tempt the Arab states to act so swiftly on the ground that it will be 
difficult for Israel to inhibit their forces in the first stage, or to regain 
territory in a counterattack. In other words, the Arab states may be 
tempted to hit Israel with a first strike, preventing the latter from 
hitting back effectively.

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FOR JEWS the world over the shock 
of the year was the UN vote equating 
Zionism with racism. This wag such 


the most prestigious world body left 
the feeling of mankind gone mad. 
Abba Eban commented that if the 
Arabs had proposed that the world 
was flat, they would have been 
poaranteed an automatic majority 

the UN: in favour of the motion. 
The attack on Zionigm in the General 
Assembly was echoed throughout the 
year in other gatherings under UN 
auspices. 

‘Yet it was not an unmixed curse. It 
brought, many Jews to a serious con- 
sideration, some for the first time, of 
the meaning and significance of 
Zionism for themselves. There were 
those who previously had paid only 
lip-service, but were not brought to 
the realization of the nature and ex- 
tent of their commitment. Jews in 
Many countries sought to prevent 
their governments from acquiescing 
in the farce, with Mexico suffering 
for a me from a Jewish tourist 
boycott following its hostile vote. 

Jews were also concerned about 
the growing Arab infiltration in the 
Western world and the burgeoning 
Arab boycott, which all too often was 
tacitly accepted by governments as 
an economic fact of life. U.S. Jewish 
organizations published information 
on banks and companies complying 
with the boycott. and the situation 
was similar in other countries. In 
England, Arab inroads were vividly 
brought home by their purchase of 
the Dorchester Hotel, a favourite 
resort of London's Jewish 
organizations and affluent Jews. 
And then the sale of the building 
housing the United Jewish Friendly 
Society. 

Attention to events inside the Arab 
world centred on the fate of the Jews 
in Lebanon. The community had 
dwindled to a couple of thousand on 
the eve of the civil war, and most of 
those have now left the country or 
fled Beirut for the countryside.

Those who remained in ba canis 
spent a gruelling year; area 
the synagogue was inside the combat 
zone, and several Jews were killed, 

The Iraqis perpetrated another ex- 
6685 in their hanging of a Dutch Jew, 
concentration camp survivor Alex- 
ander Aronson, a former assistant to 
Albert Schweitzer, who had been 
engaged in humanitarian work 
among the Kurds. After denying the 
execution for several months, the 
Iraqis grudgingly returned the body 
to Holland. Another Jewish 
humanitarian who met a tragic end 
‘was Dr. Melville Sdeistein, who had 
single-mindedly devoted himseif to 
working among black South Africans 
in the township of Soweto. When 
rioting erupted there, he was the 
first white victim. 

Inside the U.S., it was a busy year. 
Various crises facing Israel ac- 
tivated U.S. Jewry and in the early 

of the year, Daniel Moynihan 
joined Senator Jackson as a Jewish 
folk-hero. The pro-Israel lobby 
swung into action to fight the UN 
resolution, to oppose panes for 
Egypt, to combat the whittling down 
of grants for Israel. The race for the 
Presidential nominations brought 
out a flock of hopefuls who spoke at 
Jewish functions. donned yar- 
mulkes, ate bagels and published 
assurances of support for Israel. In 
the end the Jews of both parties 
swung behind the official candidates 
and in general were content that 
Uberal trends were uppermost in 
both platforms. The Bicentennial 
celebrations evoked enthusiastic 
Jewish participation, including the 
first-time blowing of the shofar in- 
side the White House during a visit 
by rabbis of pioneer U.S. com- 
munities. 

There was little change in the 
alituation of Russia's Jews. 
Dissenters and potential] emigrants 
continued to suffer from discrimina- 
tion and even imprisonment. Jewish

Worshippers outside the Moscow 
synagogue were beaten up on Rosh 
Hashana. Virolent anti-Jewish 
literature - {including modernized 
versions of the “Protocols of the 
Eldera of Zion'"') waa still being 
published on a large scale. : 


A MONUMENT was erected at Babi 
‘Yar — but no specific mention was 
made of the-tens of thousands of 
Jews who were massacred there. 
Emigration has continued, although 
at a lower rate than previously, and 
almost half the emigres are going to 
destinations other than Israel. The 
only Soviet Jew who left the country 
without a permit was cosmonaut 
Boris Volynov on his second journey 
into space in Soyuz 21's six-week or- 
bit around the earth. The one Jew in 
the Soviet hierarchy, Benjamin 
Dimchitz, received a promotion to 
deputy premier. . 

Relations with Christian bodies 
had thelr ups and downs during the 
year over Israel issues. Vatican 

‘ representatives subscribed ta an 
anii-Zionist resolution at a con- 
ference with Moslem leaders in 
Tripoli but sought to make amends 
by subsequent statements in Rome 
and Jerusalem. A similar tightrope 
act followed their support of an anti- 
Zionist resolution at the Habitat can- 
ference in Vancouver. One of the 
most understanding of Vatican 
spokesmen, Monsignor de Conten- 
con, head of the Secretariat for 
Relations with Judaism — who at the 
beginning of the year had been the 

first leading Vatican prelate to at- 
tend a Kol Nidre service in Rome — 
died during the summer. On the 

Protestant side, Dr. Paul Potter, 

secretary-general of the World Coun- 
cil of Churches, made a forthright 
statement condemning the UN anti- 

Zionist resolution.
